On Thursday, the Internet as we know it 
ran out of space. 

The nonprofit group that assigns ad- 
dresses to service providers announced 
that, on Thursday morning, it allocated 
the last free Internet addresses available 
from the current pool used for most of the 
Internet’s history. 

“This is an historic day in the history 
of the Internet, and one we have been 
anticipating for quite some time,” said 
Raul Echeberria, chairman of the Number 
Resource Organization. 

But fear not. The group has seen this 
coming for more than a decade and is 
ready with a new pool of addresses that it 
expects to last, well, forever. 

John Curran, CEO of the American 
Registry for Internet Numbers, said the 
old pool of Internet Protocol addresses 
had about 4.3 billion addresses. 

“A billion sounds like a lot,” Curran said 
Thursday morning. “But when you think 
that there’s nearly 7 billion people on 
the planet, and you’re talking about two, 
three, four, five addresses per person [for 
some Web users], obviously 4.3 billion 
isn’t enough.” 

The new pool, which has technically 
been ready since 1999, has so many IP 
addresses that most non-mathematicians 
probably don’t even know the number ex- 
ists-340 undecillion. 

That’s 340 trillion groups of one trillion 
networks each. Each network can handle 
a trillion devices. If the current pool were 
the size of a golf ball, the new one would 
be the size of the sun. 

“I hope this is the only transition we 
ever have to do,” Curran said. 

Curran said most Internet users 
won’t see any effect from the transition. 
Businesses or others with their own web- 
sites may want to contact their providers 
to make sure they’re linked to a new ad- 
dress to ensure that future users can visit 
as easily as possible.

It seemed so easy for Egypt. Just order a shut- 
down of the country’s Internet connections 
and— bam— it happens. 

But is such an authoritarian action trans- 
ferable? Could the U.S. government shut 
down American Internet connections? And 
is it possible for the global Internet to be 
toppled? 

Technically yes, Internet experts said 
Wednesday shortly after Egypt’s govern- 
ment restored Internet connections there as 
violent political protests continued. But it’s 
highly unlikely 

“Could you break the Internet? Yeah. Can 
you shut it down? No. Shutting down the en- 
tire Internet would be pretty much impossi- 
ble at this point,” said Jim Cowie, co-founder 
of Renesys, an worldwide Internet tracker. 

Cowie spoke of the Internet as if it were a 
giant, adaptable worm. 

“The funny thing about the Internet is 
even if you break it in half, the two halves will 
function as separate Internets,” he said.

Understanding what happened in Egypt 
helps frame the discussion about what could 
happen to the Internet in the U.S. or around 
the globe. 

According to Internet traffic monitors and 
experts, Egypt’s government likely called the 
country’s five main Internet service provid- 
ers— like on the phone— late last week and 
ordered them to barricade online traffic. 

That’s sort of like calling all the post offic- 
es in the country and telling them to throw 
the mail away instead of delivering it, said 
Robert Faris, research director at Harvard’s 
Berkman Center for Internet & Society 

But instead of shredding paper mail, the 
Egyptian Internet providers altered their 
Border Gateway Protocols, the software that 
routes online information. 

“There’s not an on-off switch,” Faris said. 
“What it is, it’s a list of IP addresses that 


route information between nodes on the 
Internet. And what they did {in Egypt} is 
they changed all the software and the list in 
there to something called null routing. So all 
the traffic going in and out was essentially 
thrown away” 

Faris called these measures extreme. They 
have been carried out in only two other in- 
stances, he said: In Myanmar during 2007 
protests; and in Nepal in 2005, when the king 
seized power. Iran and China filter the Inter- 
net instead of blocking it, he said. 

U.S. law would prevent such an authoritar- 
ian shutdown. 

“The Internet is a network of networks,” 
said Andrew Blum, author of an upcoming 
book on Internet infrastructure. 

“They’re all businesses. Their autonomy 
is sort of their bread and butter. And they’re 
mostly unregulated. So the idea of having 
to comply fully with any government order 
to shut them off is pretty extreme. It’s as if 
there were a government order to close every 
McDonald’s— all at once.”

Mayor Daley deflected criticism Thursday 
about the city’s handling of Lake Shore 
Drive during the blizzard, insisting that of- 
ficials did a “very good job” during a crisis. 

And he said he didn’t speak publicly 
about the blizzard until now because he 
trusted his aides to inform the public. 

“This is not a Daley show,” the mayor 
said at a news conference.

Pressed later why he allowed staff to be 
front and center, Daley offered an apology 
of sorts while laughing. “One day I’m sorry 
I love you ... let’s be realistic. 

“The actions took place, unfortunately 
and they responded immediately ... It was 
a crisis,” said Daley who blamed the high 
winds, heavy snow and water on the drive 
for the complete shutdown that left hun- 


AIRLINE MEETINGS CANCELED 

A top-level City Hall meeting aimed at 
ending the dispute over financing the 
stalled O’Hare expansion project was 
abruptly canceled Thursday by the 
CEOs of United and American airlines, 
the mayor’s press secretary said. 

The airlines appear to be stalling on 
Daley’s demand that they bring new 
proposals to the table to jump-start the

dreds of motorists and vehicles stranded. 

Daley also denied that he was upset at 
underlings who allowed the situation on 
Lake Shore Drive to worsen, resulting in 
its closure and people stranded for hours. 
Daley did not speak publicly Wednesday 
Instead his chief of staff, Raymond Oro- 
zco, appeared to accept responsibility and 
say it was his decision on how Lake Shore 


Drive was handled. 

Daley said he did not take part in de- 
liberations between Orozco and other 
officials about whether to keep the drive 
open, saying he delegates those kinds of 
decisions to his department chiefs. 

“They responded very well. ... These 
people worked hard out there,” the mayor 
said. 

Asked how the city generally performed 
during the blizzard, Daley said: “Overall, 
done well. Except that area {the drive}. 
Did not do well.” 

Given the warnings city officials issued 
about taking Lake Shore Drive home Tues- 
day night, the mayor was asked whether 
it was realistic for those who got stuck to 
blame the city 

“Yes, they can blame,” Daley said. 
“That’s life.”

City streets boss gets 
2.5 years for scheme

Al Sanchez, the former commissioner of Chicago’s Streets 
and Sanitation Department, was sentenced to 2V2 years in 
prison Thursday for rigging city hiring as part of a political 
patronage scheme. 

Sanchez continued to deny wrongdoing before U.S. 
District Judge Robert Gettleman imposed the prison sen- 
tence. 

“They had to get Al Sanchez,” he told the judge. “That’s 
what this has been all about.” 

Sanchez offered a spirited defense of his actions in the 
courtroom, gesturing and accusing the government of com- 
ing into his neighborhood to build a case against him. 

He also talked of how proud he was of his service to the 
city boasted that he would have known he should keep Lake 
Shore Drive open during this week’s blizzard. 

Sanchez denied knowing the hiring practices were illegal, 
saying, “I didn’t create this system. Had I known it was cor- 
rupt, I wouldn’t get involved in it.” 

In fact, the question of who devised the system— and 


who ultimately was responsible for the corruption— hov- 
ered over the sentencing. 

Sanchez’s attorney, Thomas Breen, referred to the “el- 
ephant in the room,” saying that “everybody at City Hall” 
knew all about the hiring system. 

While Breen never elaborated on what he meant by the 
comment, Sanchez, speaking with reporters after court, 
said he believed Breen was referring to Mayor Daley 

As for whether he believed Daley established the hiring 
practices, Sanchez said: “I wished someone had stepped 
forward to say, ‘This is the process. I didn’t make this up.’” 

In his remarks, Gettleman acknowledged his own con- 
cerns about how the hiring practices were corrupted— and 
even suggested that perhaps the upcoming mayoral election 
would provide potential for a fresh start. 

“You didn’t invent the scheme. Y)u joined it,” Gettleman 
said. “... Somewhere along the line, someone has to get it.” 

The charges against Sanchez are the last stemming from 
the long-running U.S. attorney’s office probe of Chicago’s 
Hired Truck program.

Chicago Symphony Orchestra music director Riccardo Muti 
was hospitalized but in no immediate danger Thursday ac- 
cording to a CSO spokeswoman, after fainting during a re- 
hearsal with the orchestra early in the afternoon at Symphony 
Center. He suffered a gash near his jaw from collapsing on the 
podium, said an orchestra spokeswoman. 

“He is stable and talking,” CSO Association President 
Deborah Rutter said by phone from Northwestern Memorial 
Hospital, where the 69 -year-old Muti was rushed after suf- 
fering a fainting spell while preparing the first subscription 
program of his winter residency with the CSO. He was eased 
into a chair while paramedics were being called, said orches- 
tra members. 

Rutter said Thursday she still was awaiting the official word 
from doctors as to the cause of Mud’s collapse. She said she 
wanted to update the orchestra as to the music director’s con- 
dition before saying anything further to the media. 

Muti was little more than two hours into the rehearsal 
when he collapsed, CSO musicians said. He was helped to a 
chair before paramedics arrived to take him to Northwestern 
hospital for observation. He remained conscious the entire 
time, CSO spokeswoman Raechel Alexander said. 

In October, Muti fell ill and canceled the bulk of his ap- 
pearances with the orchestra two weeks into what was to have 
been a monthlong residency He flew home to Milan, Italy, 
where he was hospitalized under the care of his personal phy- 
sicians. His illness later was diagnosed as severe abdominal 
distress brought on by two years of overwork and exhaustion.

I can’t step down now 


P 1 CAIRO Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak on 
Thursday blamed the outlawed Muslim Broth- 
erhood for the violence unfolding in Cairo and said 
he would like to step down right away but cannot 
because he does not want to risk plunging his nation 
into chaos, ABC News reported. 

Mubarak told ABC correspondent Christiane 
Amanpour that he was troubled by the bloody clashes 
that broke out Wednesday in Tahrir Square, the cen- 
ter of anti-government demonstrations. 

As the U.S. and other countries condemned in- 
creasing attacks on journalists and diplomats, 
Mubarak rejected the notion that the government in- 
stigated the violence in the country instead blaming 
the Muslim Brotherhood, an Islamist umbrella group 
that is banned in Egypt. 

“I don’t care what people say about me,” Mubarak 
told ABC. “Right now I care about my country I care 
about Egypt. 

“I was very unhappy about {Wednesday}. I do not 
want to see Egyptians fighting each other,” he said 
in the interview, which was conducted at the heav- 
ily guarded presidential palace where the embattled

An ace of a burger 


The owners of Three Aces in Little 
Italy describe it as “The Italian coun- 
tryside meets the American farmhouse 
... in Keith Richards’ basement bar.” 
Though I, the Great Burgerelli, very 
much appreciate a multifaceted es- 
tablishment, I arrived at this shadowy 
rock ’n’ roll-blaring resto-bar hybrid 
with just one thing in mind: the 
burgers. MattTroost, the fine fellow 
running the kitchen, has created two 
burgers, one costing twice as much as 
the other. I tried both to see which 
burger was worth my buck. 

The burger: Do not be distracted 
by the menacing-sounding Hammer 
of the Gods burger. Though the price 
alone ($24) will catch your attention, 

I can assure you that despite cost- 
ing twice as much as the original Ace 
burger ($12), it is not twice as good. 
Stacked with a slice of pate, fried egg, 
porchetta and caramelized onions 
that hardly showed a glint of golden 
brown, there are just one too many 
slippery elements to prevent it from 


sliding apart into a sloppy mess. So 
let us concentrate on the simpler Ace 
burger, which is a thing of beauty, my 
friends. The 8 -ounce patty of organic 
grass-fed beef from downstate Illinois’ 
Slagel Family Farms is unmasked by un- 
necessary seasonings and tastes simply 
delightfully beefy 

The bun: A hefty pretzel bun stands 
up to the juiciness of the patty staying 
intact for the duration of consumption. 

The fixings: I have never considered 
myself a religious fellow, but may the 
burger gods bless you, Three Aces, 
for enlightening me with the spiritual 
splendor of bacon jam. Spread onto 
the bottom bun, it delivers a smack of 
smokiness far more concentrated than 
the usual bacon strip placed atop the 
patty Aged cheddar, garlic aioli and a 
bit of greens and red onion complete 
the masterpiece. 

Everything else: The fries (sliced 
from kennebec potatoes rather than 
the usual russets) that accompany both 
burgers are especially addictive dipped

alternately in the provided garlic aioli 
and ketchup. A house-made pickle 
brined with garlic and hops provides an 
especially tangy counterpoint. 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: Sit at the 

bar or sit at a table, drink whiskey or 
drink beer, but I implore you, fellow 


burger lovers, there is just one choice 
when it comes to the burgers: The Ace 
is king.

3-D: Dark, dumb and dreadful 



Grouchy adventurer Frank (Richard 
Roxburgh) is obsessed with swimming 
through caves at the deepest reaches of 
the earth, which hasn’t left him much 
time to bond with his son, Josh (Rhys 
Wakefield). They have more time to get to 
know each other when the bickering pair 
(and a handful of other generic explorer- 
types) become trapped deep below the 
surface. 

The buzz: I stayed out in the bliz- 
zard for the screening of “Sanctum” but 
learned no helpful tips for escaping deeply 
dangerous conditions, since I already 
knew to “Never give up.” (I made it home 
fine, thanks for asking.) The 3-D film is 
executive-produced by James Cameron 
and “inspired by a true story,” though 
the plot of “Sanctum” is so thin that the 
reality could have been: A dad and his son 
once went swimming and got lost. 

The verdict: How about an on-screen 
map or graphic or something? Director 
Alistair Grierson never makes it clear 
where the characters are in proximity to 
the surface or anywhere else. So “Sanc- 
tum,” which should have been a documen- 


tary is just one location of water and rocks 
after another without a sense of forward 
(or backward) progress. Laughable perfor- 
mances deliver horrible dialogue such as, 
“Life isn’t a dress rehearsal, Josh; you gotta 
seize the day” Characters take much too 
long to drown in predictable order; there 


aren’t even any creatures down there. 
When you can’t clearly see how Boring 
Character No. 2 gets stuck in an under- 
water tunnel, you should be forgiven for 
wishing a prehistoric shark would come 
out of nowhere and finish the job.
